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“DARK SIDE OF SCHOOL LIFE” 
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Mozart’s Impresario 


Mozart’s Impresario, presented Wednesday, February 6, in the Virginia High School 
Auditorium as the concluding feature of the Annual Artist’s Concert Course, was received by a 
capacity house. The enthusiasm of the audience gave incontestable proof of its merit. 

Percy Hemus, the leading character, playing the part of Schickaneder, the manager of the 
Vienna Opera House, assumed his role so easily and successfully that he might well have been 
the original rather than an impersonator. The pleasing quality of his voice won the favor of 
the audience from his first entrance until the final curtain. 

Hazel Huntington as Madam Hofer, the prima donna; and Lottice Howell as Mlle. Dor- 
othea Uhlic, the would-be prima donna, both appeared in the best of form and voice, and were 
constantly bringing forth new treats for the listeners. Madain Hofer and her tantrums were 
exceedingly amusing although one could hardly fail to sympathize with her. On the other hand 
it was impossible to resist Mlle. Dorothea as she plied the customary feminine wiles to assist her 
in securing the desired position. 

The roles of Francis Tyler, as Schickaneder’s nephew, and Charles Massinger, as Mozart, 
were well taken and worthy of merit. 

Gladys Craven, Schickaneder’s accompanist, did her part in a commendable fashion. 
Her accompaniments were artistic, and her technique. remarkably smooth. 

In a word anyone who was not present at the performance missed a rare treat. 

The music of this charming little comedy, The Impresario, is a model of grace, lightness 
and beauty; and its effervescent fun is always refined; and in this work Mozart’s laughter-loving 
soul seems to have had bridled expression. It was well rendered, and gave much pleasure. 


Josef Hofmann 


During the season of 1888 there came to our shores a little Polish boy named Josef Hofmann, 
a child prodigy brought over to make his first American tour. He was such a little boy with 
such a serious face as he came upon the stage in his simple sailor suit and climbed on to the piano 
stool. But after the orchestra prelude we forgot all else. As he played the G Minor Prelude of 
Mendelssohn we realized it was no longer the playing of a tiny child; that powerful, wonderful 
tone did not belong to a child of ten nor the sympathetic understanding of the meaning of the 
music. No child could have been taught to do what he did; it was the result of born genius. 
No wonder people were excited. It was beyond belief. This child retired from the footlights 
and spent seven or eight years in close study. Then he returned as a full-fledged artist. Josef 
Hofmann has never been content to stand still. He is always working, always advancing, until 
he seems well nigh perfect. Yet, this modest artist says, ‘There are still difficulties I have not 
yet overcome—limitations beyond which I have not passed. I have not yet the power I desire, 
nor always the ability to express every shade of emotion and inspiration in piano playing.”’ 
Admissions like these, coming from the lips of such a musician, are but proof of the humility of 
the truly great artist.

Athletics play a large and important part in Sullins College life. In 
basket-ball both varsity and class games create much enthusiasm among both 
athletes and student body. This year we were unusually fortunate in having 
four of last year’s varsity back at school. With this as a foundation and much 
new material to choose from, Miss Haile, our efficient coach, succeeded in 
selecting a team of high calibre. This squad of fast and well-trained girls 
defeated the Bristol Y. W. in two games, one played on the home floor, the 
other on that of the opponents, by a score of 67-0, and 51-5, respectively. 
The Stonewall-Jackson sexette challenged us and the game was played March 
15 on the home floor. This was a close and exciting game throughout and 
added another victory to our credit. 

Interclass basket-ball aroused much interest and enthusiasm in the early 
part of the season. Three closely contested games finally gave the 
victory to the Seniors who won two out of the three. The Seniors were awarded 
a silver loving-cup by the Athletic Association. 

As interest lags in basket-ball warm weather brings on tennis. Now 
every girl is busy selecting her partner for doubles and beginning to practice 
in earnest, for April brings with it the Annual Tennis Tournament in both 
doubles and singles.
